Joseph went down through shaft No. 
•6, which connected with the ona whei'Q 
the explosion occurred. He made his 
way through a connecting gangway, 
and it is supposed was overcome by 
the afterdamp which followed the ex- 
plosion_ and v.*is unable to make his 
way back to the fresh air. 


Rescue parties wera invnecliat-ely or- 


ganized and followed the way taken 
by the fire bcss. They found a party of 
eight men near the connecting gang- 
way and carried them to the fresh air, 
not a moment too soon, for all wers 
almost, suffocated by the fumes of. the 
deadly alterdamp. The work of res- 
cue continued, for several hours anil 
by noon it was believed that all the 
imprisoned men had been released but 
about twenty. 


It is practically certain that many 


of the miners are dead, for the deadly 
gas known as afterdamp, which fol- 
lows all explosions in mine workings, 
had gathered in large quantities. 


Over a hundred panic stricken min- 


ers w.ere found lying flat on their faces 
in an effort to get the only pure air in 
that part of the workings. They were 
loaded on the.cages and carried to the 
surface. 
Several times the cage de- 


scended, bringing on each return its 
load of smoke begrimed men. 


It is supposed that the explosion 


was caused by an electric spark from 
one of the ventilating fans, touching 
off a pocket of gas which had gathered 
during the night.

Large Wheat Producing Sections Will 


This Year Be a Total 
Failure, 


While iri Others the Average Is 
, Deteriorating— The 
Situation Is 


Serious. 


Chicago, 111., June 9—Wheat prices 


in rive days have advanced more than 6 
cents a bushel. From a complacent 
confidence in a great spring'wheat yield 
of 250,000,000- bushels'at least, the 
Northwestern grain people have sudden- 
ly shown trepidation lest u large pro 
portion of the yield be lost. The ad- 
vance in price and the alarm over tbe 
crop outcome have .both developed with- 
in less than a week. 


_ The whole country is now interested 
in the outcome. Sensational losses were 
suffered in Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and 
Illinois last fall from insects. In those 
four states the promise was reduced 
50,000,000 bushels before the winter 
had started. It was taken without fcreat 
excitement 'because there was a great 
prospect west of the Mississippi, and 
because it "was taken for granted the 
losses in winter wheat would be an in 
centive for a bigger harvest in the 
Northwest. 


The losses east of the Mississippi 


river have been irreparable. This makes 
a possible loss in the Northwest thp mere 
serious to the whole country, to mer- 
chants and railroads most directly. 


Tho failure in Ohio, Michigan and'In- 


diana is the most complete in a quarter 
of a century, due almost, entirely to the 
presence of the Hessian fly in numbers 
without a parallel. 


This condition was pointed out last 


December and the present situation ac- 
curately .forecasted. , Tha loss of acreage 
due to plowing up or abandonment in 
some of .the worst afflicted states is little 
short of appalling, removing states of 
important .production from the surplus 
to the'rleficiincy class.

"The attack, which was well planned 


, by Hildyard and carried out with im- 
mense dash, by the troops, for whom 
no mountains were too steep, out- 
flanked the enemy, who were forced to 
retire from their very strong position

S. Otis, former commander in chief' of 
the United States forces In the Philip- 
pines, arrived in Chicago. During his 
stay of two hours in the city he gave 
it as his opinion that the situation in 
the Philippines required no additional 


' soldiers to quell the rebellion. 


"I do not believe," said the general, 


"that Agumaldo has been killed. He 
is far too clever to be caught in close 
proximity to the firing line, and has 
been hiding in the mountains :f.or Uic 
last year. He has been deserted by his 
cabinet and the best of his military 
staff and is followed now by a fev'v 
fast friends who would be unable to 
render any material assistance in case 
of emergency. 


"His influence has waned. • The ma- 


jority of the natives want peace and 
are confident of the ability of the Unit- 
ed States to rule them. Not another 
soldier Is needed in the Philippines, al- 
though it would require fully 250,000 
men to cover each post and city. Our 
troops are stationed where the Spanish 
forces never dared to enter. I am con- 
vinced that the American soldiers can 
stand the climate- as well or better 
than the natives. 


"Our entire sick list is not 10 per 


cent, including wounded, and that is 
certainly a very good showing among 
such a large number of men. 
The 


American soldier Is the ideal fighter 
of the world, and we have awakened 
the powers of Europe by our display 
of arms. 
There has been a certain 


amount of,gambling, which is expected 
in all armies, but the same complaints 
might be expected were we engaged in 
warfare on the plains of Arizona.
